Dr. George H. Ashley, state geol­ 
ogist. and Dr. Arthur B, Cleaves, 
junior state geologist and paleon­ 
tologist, today declared the speci­ 
mens of tracks of pre-historic ani­ 
mals uncovered in Trostle’s quarry, 
near York Springs, as the finest that 
have been found in Pennsylvania. 
The state geologists visited the of­ 
fice of the Highway Engineering

morning and examined the slabs of 
stone containing the footprints. 
Shortly before noon, they left for 
the Trostle quarry lo study further 
the rocks and the tracks uncovered j 
there. This afternoon they returned 
here to make measurements of the 
prints to determine the species of;

Most of the discoveries are of an 
animal with two legs in the back 1 
that are three-toed with two very ) 
much smaller legs in front. 
The ; 
tracks are usually found about 26 j 
inches apart and each separate j 
three-toed print is about six inches 
long.

A record breaking crowd of tour­ 
ists for a single day during the sea­ 
son visited the Gettysburg battle­ 
field Sunday, according to a report 
of C. L. Nett, superintendent of the 
national cemetery. 
Statistics recorded Sunday reveal­ 
ed that a total of 1,140 persons were 
conducted over the battlefield by 
guides, 
surpassing 
the 
previous 
high total set July 4, when 1,103 
persons made the trip with guides. 
It was estimated that for the last 
week, beginning July 26 and (‘riding 
Sunday evening, 28,588 persons vis­ 
ited the field in 7,217 passenger 
cars. 
During that time, 676 long 
trips were made by guides, and 340 
shoit trips. Fifteen buses also tour­ 
ed the battlefield. 
Last week’s totals are far above 
that of the corresponding week in 
1936. 
Last year, during the corre­ 
sponding week, 524 long trips were 
made, 267 short trips and six buses, 
carrying a total of 3,124 passengers.

FORMER WORKER 
HERE IS KILLED 


BRIDE OF LESS 
THAN DAY SEES 
RACER-HUSBAND 
DIE IN CRASH 


While his bride of less than a day 
looked on, Leroy Swetgart. 19, a 
Reading automobile racer, sped to 
his death Sunday afternoon on the 
Latimore Valley dirt track when a 
tire on his car burst and threw the 
car off the track. 
Mary Kreiser Sweigart, also 19, of 
208 North Front street. 
Reading, 
who became the bride of the auto 
racer in a ceremony performed Sat­ 
urday evening about 8 o’clock in 
Lebanon, collapsed after her young 
husband had been taken from the 
wreckage. She was taken to a Har­

Sweigart . known on the race track 
as Ray Thomas, was removed from 
the fair grounds by the first aid 
squad that accompanies the racers.
